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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As per applicant's remarks on page 3 applicant 
argues "Geigel does not display images and prompt the user to select images to be included in an album from the collection of images 
that were input." 

In responce examiner points out to paragraph [0057] wherein function 26 includes 1)selection of the best images per page, 2)automatic 
image cropping and 3)association of particular images. The Geigel system , as noted in the reference and also pointed out by applicant, 
has minimum input from the user; however, as cited in paragraph[0078] this does not limit the application from a more interactive 
environment which broadly considered produces said functions (1- 3) as being applicable to user interaction. Event unity, as discribed in 
paragraph [0107] , also describes evaluation of percentage of images which fall in the same event or subevent, fairly corresponding to "a 
plurality of images from the group" which is later arranged. 

Futhermore, as per citation of claim 1 step c), appllicant recites"select a plurality of images from the group". Making a reference to 
paragraph [0010] made of the record for rejection, the "plurality of images" can be all the images. Then broadly interpreting assiging 
each image object from the grouping to a page and evaluation a grouping for distribution reads on said limitation from claim 1. 
Applicant argues on page 3 "dud/ duplicate detection" leads away from the language of claims 1 , 6 and 1 1 . 

I response examiner points out to paragraph[0056] wherein an album page can be rendered for display, printing or transfer to another 
medium which broadly interpreted reads on "making a copy of each image".. 
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
